A ew en- 
periences of this kind will, however, open 
the eyes of the immediate sufferers, 
BLACKMAILED CANDIDATES. 

Gen. Roger A. PRron's sworn state- 
ment of his legitimate expenses in get- 
ting himself elected Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas in New York raises the 
question, what are legitimate expenses? 
There is gomething wrong when it costs 
a candidate for Judge $10,400 to find out the 
will of the people. It appears that §8,870 
went to provide two poll-workers for each 
of 887 election districts. The balance 
was consumed in printing and advertising, 
The business of a poll-worker is to mar- 
shal the voters in droves, provide them 
with ballots or pasters, see that they vote 
for his candidate and that the poll-worker 
in the service of the other man does not 
perpetrate any fraud or offer bribes, as he 
is pretty sure to do if not sharply watched. 
The expense for these gentry is not legit- 
imate, although Gen. PRYOR seems to 
think so; at least he confesses that no can- 
didate can hope for election unless he em- 
ploys them. The system is on the con-

The poll-worker is the boss man“ and 
looks for support to the boss, who in turn 
levies a forced contribution upon all can- 
didates.

As the boss who 
manipulates the poll-workers is already in 
the service of the highest bidder, it will be 
seen that the officeholder does not serve 
the people, but that he is the paid agent of 
corporations and other corrupting influ- 
ences, whose only interest in government 
is as a convenient instrument to further 
their deals.

Night Watchman Jasper of Sonnenfeld’s 
Supposed to Be in the Ruins—Two 
Firemen Hurt and a Number Nar- 
rowly Escape Injury—Other Exciting 
Incidents of the Fire—Losses and In- 
surance, 


At 4:20 o’clock this morning an alarm of 
fire was turned in from box 29, located at 
Sixth street and Franklin avenue, and its 
sounding was the announcement of the be- 
ginning of one of the most disastrous con- 
fla grations the city of St. Louis has known for 
many years. 

The alarm was given by James Tracey, a 
young man going to his work at a stall in 
Union Market, who had discovered that the 
first floor of Penny & Gentles’ retail dry 
goods store fronting both on Broadway 


and on Franklin, avenue from 
the southwest corner was in 
flames. Within one hour from that time the 


front of the block facing on Broadway and 
extending from Franklin avenue to Morgan 
street was one mass of flames, and three of 
the greatest retail emporiums in St. Louis 
had been wipea out of existence. 

These were the establisments of Penny & 
Gentiles, where the fire started; the adjoining 
establishment of the Sonnenfeld Millinery 
Co., and the great retail mart, 
known the country over RS the 
Famous Shoe & Olothing Co. These three 
mammoth concerns, the two latter of which 
were practically one establishment, took up 
the entire west front of Broadway from 
Franklin avenue 30 Morgen street, extended 


Broadway and Sixth street, and comprised a 
center of retail trade of princely wealth of 
stock and costliness of buildings. They went 
down before the flerce flames like tinsel, and 
from their destruction the fire swept onward 
until at one moment it looked as thougs 
the entire business heart of that populous 
and wealthy quarter was doomed to speedy 
destruction. Within two hours a fire loss of 
over $1,0000,000 was recorded, and only by 
superhuman exertions was a total loss doub- 
ling that aggregate prevented.

Five minutes after the first alarm sounde 
a second alarm was turned in from box 29. 
Five minutes after that the general alarm 
sounded from box 159,and from that mo- 
ment the entire Fire Department under Chief 
Lindsay fought the flames. A bitterly cold 
northwest wind was blowing and the streams 
from the hose playing on the fire from{Frank.- 
linavenue, Morgan street, Broadway and 
Sixth street, froze against the sides of the 
buildings and on the streets as it fell. 
Half an hour after the first alarm the fire 
had consumed the Penny & Geéctles estab- 
ment from top to bottom and had spread to 
the Sonnenfeld Millinery Co.’s place. Fought 
by firemen from the streets and from the 
roofs of adjoining buildings, the fames were 
apparently unconquerable, and as the falling 
walls of the Sonnenfeld building 
crashed down alongside of those of 
Penny & Gentiles, the fire entered the great 
retail palace of the Famous Shoe and Cloth- 
ing Co. and swept upward from floor to floor 
with inconceivable rapidity. It was 
than 5:31 o’clock, and at 6:15 the walls of 
Famous tottered, fell, and the entire west 
front of Broadway, between Franklin avenue 
and Morgan, was then level with the ground- 
But with one solid block front of Broad- 
way thus destroyed, the fire had also 
leaped across Broadway eastward, and 
was there raging with disastrous effect. The 
splendid retail establishment of D. Crawford 
& Co., on the southeast corner of Broadway 
and Franklin avenue, was in flames from the 
roof and top story, and the course of 
the conflagration was reaching south 
ward exactly as it had on the 
opposite side of Broadway. Only by the 
most desperate fighting were the fumes from 
the Crawford building snbdued, and then, 
at 7:40 #£4o’clock, they broke out 
in the Weinman House, at the 
other end of the block, on the north- 
east corner of Broadway and MRrgan street. 
Then for a while they had full sweep aud be- 
fore the great conflagration was undre con- 
trol that entire front facing the wreck of the 
those great establishments on the opposite 
side, was seriously damaged.

No. 4and Frank O’Donnell of Chemical En- 
gine No, 1 held their lives by the thinnest 
possible thread at one period of the fire in the 
Famous building. They were inside the 
building on the ground floor with a line of 
hose when the walls fell at 6:30 o’clock. Fol 
lowing the crash and the blinding cloud of 
smoke and dust that enveloped the scene for 
several moments, it was thought that the 
two men inside the Famous building had 
surely been buried beneath the ruins, but 
they showed up safe and sound when it be- 
came possible to tell who still stood on that 
corner. They had received but a moment’s 
warning, and with one wild spring and a mad 
rush for life they escaped to the streets as the 
walls came down. Neither of the men were 
injured and can scorean almost miraculous 
escape to the credit of their guardian angels.

AN INCIDENT WHICH SCATTERED THE CROWwp 
RIGHT AND LEFT. 

About 11 o’clock there wasa wild commo- 
tion im the vicinity of the fire. Firemen 
rushed up and down the street and the crowd 
as usual surged after them to see what was 
goingon. Word was passed along to several 
hose companies, a truck company and five 
engines that there wasa fire at Seventh and 
Elm streets. The men jumped for their ma- 
chines, and in a moment the fire 
gongs were going adding to the din 
of cable cars and men shouting. The 
hose reels and trucks galloped up Broadway 
at full speed to the cheers of thousands of 
idle and interested spectators. The excite. 
ment lasted but a few minutes, but it was 
bigh while it lasted. The word came back 
shortly after that the fre had struck out, 
and the crowd went back to make funny re. 
marks over the remains of the Famous soda 
fountain, which could be seen occasionally 
through the smoke. 


WORK OF THE LINEMEN. 


THE WIRES AROUND THE BLOCK CUT AWAY FOR 
THE FIREMEN. 

Linemen of the electric companies were on 
the ground almostas soon as the firemen, 
and by 6 o’clock there were nearly fifty of 
them about the fre. The first ones who came 
put on their climbers and went up the poles 
near the Famous building. The wires all 
around fell in a few minutes 
and were dragged out of the 
way ofthe firemen. The currents being shut 
off from the power-house, they lay there 
powerless. As fast as other linemen came to 
the fire they set to work gathering up the 
cut wire and putting it outofthe way. The 
poles about the burned buildings were to- 
tally destroyed, but all of them in falling 
came down towards the buildings andno 
one was hurt by them. 

Assistant Superintendent Silas Benedict of 
the Police and Fire Alarm and Telegraph was

The Wieman House blaze started about 8 
o’clock, inthe garret of the building, and 
spread out on the roof. A large number of 
spectators who were witnessing the fames in 
the Famous blaze from the south side of 
Morgan street were thoroughly soaked with 
water, which was thrown on the burning 
building from the Broadway side. 

No. 6 truck did effective work on the Mor- 
gan street side of the Weinman House. It 
stood in the middle of the street and enabled 
the firemento throw a stream directly on 
the roof of the burning bullding. 

The mass of wires running along the 
Brhadway side of the Union Market shed 
hindered the fire fighters considerably. The 
linemen of the several companies were late 
in getting on the scene. When they finally 
arrived they made short work of them. 

Chief Lindsay presenteda sorry spectacle 
when seen on Morgan street, about 8 o’clock. 
He was one complete mass ofice. He stated 
that he was a little disfigured but still in the 
ring. 

Chief Evans and his Salvage Corps did ef- 
fective duty in the Crawford, Koppelman 
and other establishments along the east side 
of Broadway. 

The Penny & Gentles building, where the 
flames originated, was comparatively a new 
structure; the firm had been located at that 
point for nearly a decade. Sonnenfeld’s mil- 
linery establishment was formerly a 
part of Famous, but within the last 
few years concluded to branch out, and when 
B. Nugent & Bros. vacated their old quarters, 
Sonnenfelds moved in. The structure wasa 
three-story stone-front building. The Fa- 
mous building was erected several years 
ago and was noted for its large show windows. 

he ruins of the three big Broadway bazaars 
burned steadily*throughout the day. Millions 
of gallons of-water were poured on the ruins 
in consequence of which a terrific mass 
of smoke and steam arose and 
spread towards the river district 

Broadway between Morgan and Franklin 
avenue, organ between Fourth and Sixth 
streets and Franklin avenue between Fourth 
and Sixth streets were a mass ofice, which 
melted towards the noon hour into a 
mass of Slush, which made it extremely dis- 
— to throngs who wanted to view the 
ruins. 

The walls of the Wieman House presented a 
a picturesque sight. They were completely 
decorated with acoat of ice, and immense 
icicles — from the telegraph wires and the 
cornices. Toward the latter part of the day, 
when it became warm, the mass of ice melted 
and resembled a waterfall te some extent. 

About 10:30 o’clock an tunknown man 
dropped in an epleptie fit on the debris in 
front of Sopnenfeld’s. He was placed inthe 
patrol wagon and taken to the Dispensary, 
Some one circulated the report that he had 
stepped on a live wire, and the immediate 
vicinity was tabooed for quite a while. 

The firemen were loud in their praises of 
Dr. Nicholson of Seventh and Franklin av- 
enue, who made the rounds about 5:30 o’clock 
with buckets full of steaming hot coffee. 
Henry Pohlman, on Fifth street and Frank- 
lin avenue, was another who did not let the 

firemen want for anything that might warm 
them or keep up their spirits. 


JOHN A. SCUDDER’S RESIDENCE BURNED. 


— — ——— 


His Valuable Art Collection Was Saved 
From the Flames. , 

At 6:30 o’clock this morning the furnace 
man in John A. Scudder’s house, No. 17 
Vandeventer place, discovered that the 
furnace-room was in a blare. Fortunately 
the family were up, and one of them ran to 
turn in an alarm. Before the engines ar- 
rived the flames had crept up a hatchway 
and found their way to the roof. A 
chemical hose was brought to play 
on the names in the upper stories while the 
heavy streams were turned on the flames in 
the basement. The flames were under con. 
trolapparentiy, but the fire had eaten its 
way between the walls and just as the fre. 
men thought they had the flames under con- 
trol they burst forth with redoubled vigor. 
The heavy streams were brought up-stairs 
and in half an hour the interior of the house, 
one ofthe handsomest in thecity, was a 


blackened, charred and  water-soaked 
mass. The fire burned flercely in 
the upper stories and the floors 


as the third story fell in. It was fully 10 
o'clock before the flames in the roof were 
finally putout. Assoonasit became known 
that Scudder’s house was on fire the neigh- 
bors sent in their men servants and a number 
went themselves to the assistance of the 
family. There were no sick peoplein a 
house and every one was up, so that no dif- 
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ficulty occurred about getting out. Every 
one set to work to rescue whatever 
could be laid hold of. The first thing 
looked after was the valuable art col- 
lection, which was entirely saved. The 
art collection is one of the finest in the city, 
containing a fine collection of Harry Chase’s 
works, a number of canvases by Innys, 
Messonnier and Lefevre’s two paintings, 
**Morning’’ and Evening, which were ex- 
hibited at the Exposition. All the jewelry 
and personal effects of the family were 
rescued but the household furniture will be a 
complete loss. 

Richard Lewis, the colored coachman, was 
in his room at the time the fire originated 
and was overcome by the smoke. He was 
taken out and conveyed tothe City Hospital 
where he now liesina dangerous condition. 
The building was a handsome two-story 
brick dwelling and was valued at $60,000. The 
walls are still intact, but the roof and sec- 
ond story are completely burnedout. The 
interior of the building was handsomely dec- 
orated, the paneling in oak and the wood 
finishing in cherry. All this work is com- 
pletely ruined. It will cost fully $30,000 to re- 
model the interior. The chandeliers on the 
first floorare the only articles of household 
furniture which escapedintact. The interior 
furnishings represent a value of nearly 
$20,000, and are almost completely ruined. 
The loss on building and household goods 
will be fully covered by insurance, which is 
placed as follows:

The air in the steerage quarters was vile 
beyond description. The floor and walls of 
the closet on the upper deck reeked with 
filth. Indescribable odors arose in different 
directions. In one place seventeen Russian 
Jaws lay helpless and almost speechless in 
the agonies of seasickness. The Jewish 
mother and her children were tortured by the 
motion of the vessel. On all sides were men 
and women rolling in their filth, but for three 
days no doctor appeared. There was a doctor 
on board the ship, of course. He wore a 
gold-sashed uniform and was very popular 
among the cabin passengers. He was sup- 
posed to visit the immigrants at 10 o’clock 
every morning, but morning after morning 
passed and no doctor appeared. Meanwhile 
all was wretchedness and squalor. Men who 
could not be affected by the motion of the 
boat became sick in the presence of so much 
foulness. The upper ventilating windows 
were kept securely fastened. Men and women 
tried to stagger up the long, steep flights of 
steps that lead up to the closets, and in many 
cases fell down again and abandoned them- 
selves to the situation. 

‘*Sailors and under-stewards, firemen and 
stokers had free access to the women 
quarters. They came in under the plea of 
nursing the poor wretches and ended by em- 
bracing them. There seemed to be no officer 
whose duty it was to prevent these things, 
or if there was he failed to do his duty. In 
one case Commissioner Shulties saw a brutal 
employe of the ship lustfully carressing an 
immigrant girl in the actual throes of sea- 
sickness and unable to resist. The Com- 
missioner carried very little money in his 
pocket and most of it was spent in buying 
ginger ale and procuring delicacies for the 
sick. He spent most of his time in nursing 
his. unfortunate tellow-passengers. At 
night be slept ina little compartment con- 
2823 twenty-four bunks, the sleepers 
packed together like sardines, although there 
wasavery small number on board, some- 
thing over 250.

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PREHISTORIC REMAINS. 


Copper-Armored 1 Skeleton of a Mound- 
Builder Found in Ohio. 
CHILLICOTHE, O., Nov. 17.—Recent excava- 
tions in the Indian mounds of Ohio have 
brought to light some interesting relics ofa 
prehistoric people. A short time ago W. K. 
Moorehead and Dr. Cresson began work on 
a mound near this city covering about two 
acres. Saturday last their labors were re- 
warded by uncovering, ata depth of fifteen 
feet, the skeletons of a man and 
woman.

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~ FANDWRITING TALKS. 


CHARACTER REVEALED TO THE EYE OF 
SCIENCE BY A SIMPLE SIGNATURE. 


A Somewhat Remarkable Chapter Upon 
Great Men and Their Handwriting—A 
Graphologist Shows You How to Dis- 
cern Character Through a Signature. 


Written for the Sunpay Post-DIsPaATcH 
It is now an admitted fact that all br nearly 
all the passions, affections and weaknesses of 
human nature may be discovered from the 
handwriting. Rev. John Pierrepont at the 
100th anniversary of the founding of Yale 
College, declared that no man could put his 
pen to paper without revealing lis char- 
acter. It will, of course, be apparent, how- 
ever, that the only true test of character lies 
in handwriting that is spontaneous. A simu- 
lated hand will frequently accomplish the 
purpose for which it is written and deceive, 
but even in this instance a careful study of 
theletter formations will often bring the 
true character tolight. A natural unstud- 
ied hand is therefore the true test for 
character, and what is termed a good, clear 
hand’’ has comparatively little bearing on it. 
Very many bright and clever people write 11 - 
legible hands, often from the fact that their 
ideas flow faster than their pens can’ travel, 
the result being almost invariably bad hand- 
writing. Still, itisnot always a fact that 
imaginative people write illegibly. But the 
authors whose brains work swiftly and im- 
pulsively usually write very quickly, and the 
result is that their writing is somewhat less 
intelligible than that of the perhaps equally 
imaginative but less impuisive and energetic 
author, 
George Sand, itis said, wrote a masculine 
hand when contributing tothe press in her 
unkhown character. Alexander Dumas 
could write botha natural and an artificial 
hand. Some traits are common to both,how- , 
ever, anda comparison will show that in the 
fiourishes of both the ‘‘swagger’’ is percepti- 
ble and self-appreciation is also evident. It 
has been claimed by some writers onthe 
science of graphology that a man’s signature 
isthe least spontaneous and most con- 
scious part of his writing. But here issue is 
taken. 
The bank cashier will affirm the fact thata 
man seldom writes his signature exactly the 
same six times running. In ninety-nine 
cases out ofevery hundred the signature is 
the true expression. The reason is this: A 
man may take great pains to conceal his 
thoughts in a letter, but oe 2 finished and 
read it,and being satisfied, he would not 
wish to dissemble his signature, and it would 
be with a natural feeling of relief that he 
would sign his name. His name, written by 
himself, is always valid. It is conceivable 
that a man may alter his writing as a whole, 
but why alter his signature only? The fact 
remains, therefore, that the signature is 
usually spontaneous and an excellent index 
to character. The very fact that it often 
varies in details goes to prove its spontane- 
ity. 
In studying the characteristics shown in 
handwriting it is necessary first of all to 
judge the character of the writer, without 
taking the sense of the letter into considera- 
tion. Itis true that at times an idea may be 
formed of a writer’s character by his mode of 
expression, but this is not the true method 
of reading handwriting. The appearance of 
the writing must be first considered. 
If the handwriting be even the writer may 
be adjudged to be in good health, calm, 
straigtforward and determined. Thisis but 
the general prognosis, of course; there are 
details which will be shown in the delinea- 
tions following. 
Should the handwriting be ofan ascending 
character, energy, ambition, activity, zeal 
and perseverance are indicated. Strong will 
and a desire to rise, as doesthe writing, are 
shown, ardor, strong will and ambition for 
osition in society are often. indicated by the 
eminine ascending handwriting. Melan- 
choly, discouragement, timidity, and weak- 
ness of will- power are shown in the descend- 
ing writing, drooping spirits being indicated 
by drooping lines. 
The letters themselves have many significa- 
tions attached tothem. Poets and people of 
tender and poetic temperaments will form 
their initials harmoniously, much resembling 
printed letters. When want of form and har- 
mony are noticed, pretension and careless- 
ness, ardor and eccentricity are present in 
the temperament. 
Graphologists agree in the immense impor- 
tance attached tothe formation of the small 
u and o and the crossing of the letter t. It 
has been said that the a’s and o's are like 
people’s mouths, always closed oropen, The 
tendencies of the writers are judged by these 
letters Just as surely as an open mouth shows 
a chatty, garrulous person, and closed lips 
give the idea of caution and discretion, These 
are the rules; there are often modifications, 
of course. 
The importance of the ‘‘t’’ as a clue to 
character-reading may be estimated from 
the fact that the manner in which it is crossed 
is held to surely indicate the writer’s strength 
or weakness of will, his obstinacy, ener 
andtemper.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Nov. 18.—The of 
cers sent by the Dictator to take the places 
those who have cast their fortunes with tt 
Insurgents have arrived at this city and pre 
pose to proceed at once to their destinatio 
They assert that several men-of-war are no 
on their way to Rio Grande and that othe 
are being made ready to follow. 

Refugees from Rio de Janeiro who ha 
reached Montevideo express the opinion th 
Fonseca will not be able long to mainta 
himself. His cause is lost, they say. On 
the fear of mob violence, in their opinio 
now restrainsthe discontented opposition 
the Brazilian capital from active step 
against Fonseca. 

The capital is now practically ina state 
siege. According tothe reports brought 
the refugees arrived to-day, there is a rel 
of terror in Rio de Janeiro. Thecity is in t 
hands of the soldiers, who seem to 
little under whose bannerthey serve. Mu 
ders are of nightly occurrence in the stree 
and robberies are frequent. 

They say thatthe moment Fonseca leav 
the capital at the head of his army, which 
is expected to do and take the field in perso 
the city will de inthe hands ofa mob.

AN OLIVE BRANCH EXTENDED BY FONS 
PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 


BuENOS AYRES, Argentine, Nov. 18.— 
Junta ts steadily progressing in the work 
equipping an army for offensive operat 
in the field. At Porto Alegre, capital of 
State of Rio Grande do Sul. 25,000 men are 
readiness for a forward movement andl 
few days this number will be increased 
50,000. Meanwhile the statement Is made th 
three general officers of Fonseca’s army 
en route to Porto Alegre to open negotlatio 
with the Junta for the purpose of healing t 
breach betweenthe seceded State and 
Dictator’s government. The names of th 
officers are not known at Montivideo 
whence the news of their mission emanat 

The initial movement for negotiations 
Fonseca was made by Visconde Pelotas 
Monday. He opened tp communication w 
the Dictator, saying that unless mutual cq 
cessions were promptly made a long a 
bloody civil war cculd not be averted. 
Visconde did this in spite of the fact that 
only represented one out of three part 
concerned in the local government of 
Grande do Sul, another party favoring 
immedlate advance upon the Dictate 
forces, anda third advocating a simple 
fense of the new born independence of 
Grande do Sul. The Dictator has replied 
these overtures by appointing a commis 
of three generals, with power to make p 
liminary arrangements with tne represen 
tives of the Junta. It is understood that e 
of the main points to be discussed betwe 
the representatives of the Junta and the 
resentatives of the Dictator will be the po 
bility of a union between Rio Grande do 
and the Republic of Uruguay, with the t 
of ‘*the Republic of the South. 

A notable accession to the strength of 
insurgents at Porto Alegre is the action of 
commander of the corvette Paranyba, 
has placed his ship at the disposal of 
Junta. She is now engaged in clearing 
structions from the channel so as to en 
vessels of heavy draugnt tocome upto 
capital with supplies for the army.
